If yo uTan imagine what life 
would be like inside a ballo o n 
tire, pro perly inflated, you can 
understand what living in this 
tank will be like.

who sprang into such prominence 
In Mexican news after the assassi­ 
nation of Obregon, are crusaders of 
the Utopian type. 
Haters of social injustice, neither 
Is willing to wait upon the slow 
processes of evolution. 
But, fire­ 
brands as they may be, their in­ 
tellectual integrity and their hon­ 
esty in government affairs have 
never been questioned by their most 
bitter enemies. 
They have failed in their efforts 
to make the Agrarian party the 
dominant force in Mexican politics, 
despite the fact that in Mexico 
those who till the soil are the vast 
majority of the people. 
The small farmer and the peon 
are not politically minded and both 
Soto y Gama and Manrique have 
refused to recognize this. 
•An Old Enmity 
The bitterness displayed in their 
attacks on the Laborites after Obre- 
gon’s death did jio t arise spon­ 
taneously. 
The assassin’s bullet 
merely gay,e them a chance to at­ 
tack i he Laboristas, led by Morones, 
in a more effective way than they 
had been able to do in the previous 
six years. 
They were now allied 
with the powerful Obregonistas. 
Part of their bitterness was 
caused by the fact that they be­ 
lieved Morones and his two sCor.e 
affiliated leaders, known as the 
Group of Action, had used the 
Labor movement both politically 
and industrially to their own en­ 
richment. 
Tne 
Agrarians • had 
thrown in their lot with Obregon 
and the Obregonista Revolutionary 
party 
^aw 
in 
his election a 


chance for fuller recognition and 
added 
power. 
Enmity 
between 
Obregon and Morones had been be­ 
coming more and more bitter up to 
the time of the former’s death. 
Labor has cut a much larger 
political figure in Mexico than the 
Agrarian party. 
The Laboristas 
have been far more thorough inte­ 
grated. 
Living and working to­ 
gether in the larger cities, it was 
much easier to organize them than 
to organize the millions of agricul­ 
turalists over Mexico who never 
come into close contact with many 
of their fellows. 
The indignation of Soto y Gama 
and Manrique was not directed 
against the rank and file of work­ 
ers. 
But their bitterness was in­ 
creased by the attempts of Morones 
and his lieutenants to get the agri­ 
cultural workers into the Labor 
movement—with a certain, slight 
success. 
Agrarian leaders complain that 
the interests of their people have 
been much neglected as compared 
with what has been done in the In­ 
terest of the industrial workers. 
Thus, one observes in Mexico an­ 
other episode of the old feud be­ 
tween the town and country which 
has developed in nearly every na­ 
tion. 
* Since 19 22 this feud has gradu­ 
ally grown more bitter in Mexico,» 
in spite of the fact that Calles has' 
never been charged with lax en-, 
forcement of the new land program 
—there have been more lands dis­ 
tributed in his administration than 
in Obregon’s. 
But Calles recog­ 
nized the Laboristas politically in 
a thoroughgoing way, putting the 
head of the Labor movement into 
his cabinet in the powerful post of 
the Department of Labor and In­ 
dustry.

LAWS 
(Shelby v ille Republican) 
A1 Smith, as president of the 
United 
States, 
would 
favor 
states-rights on the liquor ques­ 
tion, tha t is, he would have each 
state a separate unit in trying 
to enforce the laws. There 
is 
little or no enforcem ent of the 
liquor laws in New York 
city \ 
and the political m anagers 
of 
Mr. Sm ith expect New York city, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
P itts­ 
burgh, Boston, Cleveland, 
Cin­ 
cinnati, Chicago to elect Sm ith 
president. W ithout these 
cities 
overwhelmingly for Sm ith 
at 
the November election he does 
not "have a ghost of a chance” 
to be elected. How much farm 
relief the farm ers could expect 
from these congested centers of 
population has never been fig­ 
ured. and Mr. Sm ith’s 
m athe­ 
m aticians will 
not 
undertake 
the task. 
Very recently, prohibition offi­ 
cers in New York city, after well 
developed plans, raided a num ­ 
ber of the ultra-fashionable re- ]

raised a mighty shout because of ;

hibition enforcing officers spent 


in doing w hat they accom plish­ 
ed. This was direct encourage­ 
m ent to rum -runners in Indiana \ 
as well as in New York city. En- 1 
forcing officers were preparing 
to proceed with the prosecutions 
of these cases when 
a govern­ 
m ent official closed the 
cases 
as tight as a 
steel 
trap. 
He 
makes the plea tha t the arrests 
were made w ithout his author­ 
ity and while he was out of the 
city; tha t a large 
num ber 
of 
the persons arrested are of the 
high social fam ilies of the city 
and so forth and 
so on. 
Mr. 
Smith will find no objection to 
this proceeding 
whatever. 
To 
think tha t A1 Sm ith is “dry” or 
tha t he would have the national 
laws on the liquor question e n ­ 
forced is like m any of his con- 
sittuents asking if the butter­ 
flies make butter. 
A point tha t should not be 
overlooked is tha t if local offi­ 
cers make no attem pt to enforce 
the prohibition laws of the state 
they will make no effort to en­ 
force the national laws.

The m eeting of the McGuffey 
disciples last 
Sunday 
recalls 
m any incidents of childhood and 
school days. It would be useless 
to enum erate or attem pt to des­ 
cribe conditions and habits 
of 
those days to the present gen­ 
eration, although 
understand­ 
able by the many who survive of 
an early date. The schools 
are 
not the only things which have 
been revolutionized, but though 
changed in methods, two 
and 
two m ake four today, as 
they 
did in the dawn of creation. 
Only four persons are nam ed 
as inhabitants of the earth then 
—Adam, Eve, Cain and Abel. We 
find only four women nam ed in 
the Bible down to the flood. Get 
down your bibles and see if you 
can nam e them . It is a 
long 
time back to tha t era and m any 
changes have taken place and 
“those tha t inhabit the world 
are but a 
handfull 
to 
those 
who sleep beneath.” Forms 
of 
governm ent have changed from 
patriarchal to theocratic, m on­ 
archal, imperial, republic, king­ 
dom 
and representative repub­ 
lic, to our own day, when, though 
nominally 
representative 
it 
smacks strongly of commercial 
and m ilitary rule, under the nom 
de plume of Free America. 
In the good old McGuffey days 
the -sw itch” was the arbiter of 
disputes and the “m aster" was 
the ruler of 
the school 
room. 
They tell us we live in a better 
age, when love rules instead of 
force, forgetul of the fact tha t 
every planet, star and 
meteor 
tha t fill the heavens are ruled 
by two forces tha t prescribe their 
course and prevents their 
de­ 
parture from it. 
The works of creation are per­ 
fection and of all God’s creation 
m ankind alone seems 
destined 
to vary and change. It is not for 
me to say why so ordered, 
nor, 
why change 
and 
destruction 
seems the destiny of m an. The 
first recorded death we read in 
Genesis, was tha t of Abel who 
was slain by his brother 
Cain» 
because of envy and jealousy of 
the world verifies the assertion, 
tha t such motives have been the 
ruling passion ever since. 
In those early ages 
"Honor 
Thy F ather and thy 
m other” 
was a fact, not a theory and in 
the early schooldays it was 
a 
carefully 
cultivated 
doctrine, 
which if discarded was sternly 
enforced. We had no "dad" nor 
"My old m an ” then but parents 
were addressed by children with 
respectful deference. They were 
not all little angels, no 
more 
than were those described 
in 
• Paradise Lost,” but their 
fate 
was about as certain. McGuffey’s 
reader contained enough moral 
philosophy to convert a savage, 
if properly preached, while the 
readers of today are 
signally 
free from any m oral code. 
In 1853 the State Board 
of 
Education adopted them 
with 
Rays Arithm etic and M itchell’s 
geography and they rem ained 
the standard until com m ercial­ 
ism drove them out. We, 
who 
survive the change of years see 
more in those books now, than 
we did when young because we 
understand them better. 
• Aside from all this there is the 
recollection of 
childhood, the 
sameness of training and feel­ 
ing, so well described in “Forty 
Years Ago” and in the “Old O ak­ 
en Bucket” and so m any other 
selections with which we were 
fam iliar in childhood. 
Sixty-five years is a long time, 
but memories of childhood 
are 
lasting. As old settlers fostered 
a feeling of hardships, privations 
and dangers shared tgoether so 
too we of tha t age gone by. We 
We see tha t feeling in strong re­ 
lief among all who have a com­ 
mon feeling as soldier and sail­ 
ors, families and societies and it 
will prove a pleasing and enjoy­ 
able pastim e with the children 
of other days, if they m eet often 
and recall and re-enact the days 
of “Auld Lang Syne.” 
In those days the girls wore 
full dress uniform and in 
bad 
w eather copper toed boots, wool 
hose and home spun flannel gar­ 
m ents. The dress buttoned 
up 
the back, the hair in long plaids 
and they wTould take part in all 
out door games of ball, 
chase 


the fox or skip the rope not to 
talk of snowball. Vanity 
cases 
were unknown but sometimes a 
-m odern” 
girl would use “red 
drops” to color her 
lips and 
cheeks with the result that she 
became a "Pocahontas" and it 
took days to elim inate her color. 
Spelling m atches were held as 
m uch for social gatherings as for 
spelling. We had no community 
building save 
the school house 
and it served for all kinds 
of 
public gatherings. 
No 
costly 
gymnasiums nor 
muti-roomed 
palatial school houses existed. 
No hack cam e to the door but 
sometimes a considerate father, 
with a large or delicate family 
of school children when snow or 
mud was impassable would take 
them , horseback or on a sled to 
the school house. At spellings we 
illum inated our room with can­ 
dles pinned to the casing with 
a "frog sticker” or held by 
a 
wooden candlestick, home made 
from a block of wood and hung 
on a nail drived in the window 
fram e. 
There were no blinds to inter­ 
fere and very seldom any shut­ 
ters. Some tim es 
the 
teacher 
was a stylish chap and he gen­ 
erally led a dog’s life if he put 
on any “cuitah” or eastern airs. 
My teachers, w ith few 
excep­ 
tions, were of the home 
made 
variety. Stern 
disciplinarians 
conscientious hard workers 
a- 
mong whom 
were 
John 
E. 
Sm ith, H attie Poston, B. F. Hud- 
dleson, M anson Kitchen, 
John 
H. McKee, Mrs. R. A. Moffett and 
David A. G raham . 
Sam Young 
is right, I was thick skulled or 
would have learned 
something 
from tha t array of talent. I nev­ 
er learned to make pocket books 
—ask Sam. 
The school director 
of 
each 
district was the autocrat then, 
but the county superintendent 
tells them all where to get on 
and off now. 
Just waie till we get perfectly 
organized and on a “paying bas­ 
is” and we will show the m odern 
“scholars” how to spell and read.

Labor has. cut 'a much larger 


political figure in Mexico than the 
Agrarian party. 
The Laboristas 


have been far more thorough inte- 
grated. 
Living and working to-; 


gether in the larger cities, it was 
much easier to organize them than 
to organize the millions of agricul- 
turalists over Mexico • who never 
come into close contact with many 
of their fellows. 


.The indignation of Soto y Gama 


and Manrigue-'was not directed 
against the rank and file of work- 
ers. But their bitterness, was in- 
creased by the attempts of Morones 
and his lieutenants to get the agri-' 
cultural workers into the Labor 
movement—with a certain, slight 
success. 


Agrarian leaders complain that 


the interests of their people have 
been much neglected as compared 
with what has been done In the In- 
terest of the industrial workers. .

The meeting of the McGuffey 


disciples last Sunday 
recalls 


many incidents of childhood and 
school days: It would be useless 
to enumerate or attempt to des- 
cribe conditions and habits of 
those days to the present gen- 
eration, although understand- 
able by the many who. survive of 
an early date. The schools are 
not the only things which_ have 
teen revolutionized, but though 
changed in methods, two and 
two make four today,. as 
they 


did in the dawn of creation. 


"Only four persons are named 


as inhabitants of the earth then 
—Adam, Eve, Cain and Abel. We 
find only four women named in 
the Bible down to the flood. Get 
down your bibles and see if you 
can name themv It is a 
long 


time back to that era and many 
changes have taken place and 
those that inhabit the world 
are but a handfull to those 
who sleep beneath." Forms of 
government have changed from 
patriarchal to theocratic, mon- 
archial, imperial, republic, king- 
dom and representative repub- 
lic, to our own day, when, though 
nominally 
representative 
it 


smacks strongly of commercial 
and military rule, under the nom 
de plume qf Free America. 


In the good old McGuffey days 


the "switch" was the arbiter of 
disputes and the "master" was 
the ruler of the school room. 
They tell us we live hi a better 
age, when love rules instead of 
force, forgetul of the fact that 
every planet, star and 
meteor 


that fill the heavens are ruled 
by two forces that prescribe their 
course and prevents their de- 
parture from it. 


The works of creation are per- 


fection and of all God's creation 
mankind alone seems destined 
to vary and change. It is not for 
me to say why so ordered, nor, 
why change and 
destruction 


seems the destiny of man. The 
first recorded death we read hi

survive the change of years see 
more in those books now, than 
we did when young because we 
understand them better. 


•Aside from all this there is the 


recollection of 
childhood, the 


sameness of trauiing'^and feel- 
ing, so well described in "Forty 
Years Ago" and in the "Old Oak- 
en Bucket" and so many other 
selections with which we were 
familiar in childhood. 


Sixty-five years is a long time, 


but memories of childhood are 
lasting. As old settlers fostered 
a feeling of hardships, privations 
and dangers shared tgoether so 
too we of that age gone by. We 
We see that feeling in strong re- 
lief among all who have a com^ 
mon feeling as soldier and sail- 
ors, families and societies and it 
will prove a pleasing and enjoy- 
able pastime with the children 
of other days, if they meet often 
and recall and re-enact the days 
of "Auld Lang Syne." 


In those days the girls wore 


full dress uniform and in bad 
weather copper toed boots, wool 
hose and home spun flannel gar- 
ments. The dress buttoned 
up 


the back, the hair, in long plaids 
and they would take pa"rt in all 
out door games of ball, chase 


the fox or skip the rope not to 
talk of snowball. Vanity cases 
were'unknown bat sometimes a 
^modern" girl would use "red

cheeks with the result that she
